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Province may 
nix tuition cap 


Post-secondary. 

Government seeks ways 
to make sector more 
financially sustainable 


The cash-strapped provincial 
government is considering cut¬ 
ting — or outright eliminating 
—restrictions on Alberta tuition 
increases, Metro has learned. 

Currently, tuition in the 
province is capped at the rate of 
inflation — this year’s allowed 
increase was a maximum of 2.2 
per cent. 

But multiple sources have 
said the government may allow 
for larger increases as it looks 
for ways to make Alberta’s post- 
secondary sector more finan¬ 
cially sustainable, especially as 
the province stares down pro¬ 
jected deficits of $7 billion this 
year and the next. 

Craig Loewen, press secre¬ 
tary for Advanced Education 
Minister Don Scott, neither con¬ 
firmed nor denied that the hard¬ 
line cap was being reviewed. 

“The premier has been 
clear that this is not business as 
usual,” he said in a statement. 
“Minister Scott has been man¬ 
dated to work with Campus 


Alberta partners to create and 
implement a plan for long-term, 
stable and predictable funding. 
That work is underway, but I’m 
not able to discuss or speculate 
on the upcoming budget.” 

David Atkinson, president 
of Edmonton’s MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity, said administrators had 
heard rumours that the govern¬ 
ment is considering killing the 
cap. 

“I don’t anticipate anything 
is going to occur for next year, 
because our tuition has already 
been established for next year 
and it would be an act of bad 
faith to change things at this 
late date,” he said. 

Students remain top priority 
for MacEwan, Atkinson added. 

University of Alberta stu¬ 
dent union president William 
Lau said it would be completely 
“nuts” for the government not 
to renew the tuition cap. 

“Killing the tuition cap 
would be one of the largest 
mistakes of our government,” 
he said. “Alberta already has the 
lowest uptake of post-secondary 
education across the country, 
and we’re currently seeing what 
happens to our province when 
we rely on a one-industry econ¬ 
omy.”

FormerToryMP 
wants to lead 
Wildrose 

A former Conservative MP 
is seeking the leadership 
of Alberta’s Wildrose 
party. 

Brian Jean represented 
Fort McMurray-Athabasca 
in the House of Commons 
between 2006 and 2014 
and the Athabasca riding 
from 2004 to 2006. 

He describes Alberta 
Premier Jim Prentice, his 
former caucus colleague, 
as a “nice guy,” but says 
the two men have differ¬ 
ent values. 

“I have nothing bad 
to say about Jim Prentice 
except that I think he’s 
getting it wrong,” Jean 
said Wednesday at a news 
conference to announce 
his intentions. “I think 
he’s headed the wrong 
direction.” 

Jean, 52, said he wants 
to clean up an under- 
performing health-care 
system in Alberta and deal 
with fiscal mismanage¬ 
ment by the governing 
Progressive Conservatives. 

The lawyer said he also 
wants to lift up the Wil¬ 
drose, which was blind¬ 
sided last December when 
leader Danielle Smith and 
eight caucus members 
crossed the floor to join 
the government. 

Jean said he views the 
move by the former of¬ 
ficial Opposition members 
as a betrayal and believes 
many Albertans share his 
opinion. 

But he also recognizes 
that the party’s chances 
of recovering sufficiently 
to win the next provincial 
election are slim. 

“Bluntly, I don’t think 
it’s one that we can win at 
this stage,” Jean said.

City police say they weren’t 
aware of an alleged ISIL recruit¬ 
er in Edmonton until RCMP 
told EPS that Canada’s public 
broadcaster was releasing a 
stoiy about local radicalization. 

Insp. Dan Jones of the EPS 
Investigative Support Branch 
told media Wednesday that 
police are actively investigat¬ 
ing radicalization in Edmon¬ 
ton, but couldn’t confirm any 
details about the alleged re¬ 
cruiter. 

Jones said EPS depends on 
a number of community part¬ 
ners, including the media, to

keep them informed on pos¬ 
sible issues. 

Jones said police are act¬ 
ively working with the Chief’s 
Advisoiy Council (CAC), Com¬ 
munity Liaison Committees 
and officers in schools to keep 
an eye out for possible radical¬ 
ization. 

“As a police agency, our 
No. 1 focus right now is com¬ 
munity engagement with our 
youth, with our school re¬ 
source officers, with our com¬ 
munity partners from the CAC 
and we’re working towards 
that end to make sure we’re in 
front of those types of possibil¬ 
ities,” he said, calling the com¬ 
munity the police’s strongest 
weapon. 

The statements come on 
the heels of a video released by 


al-Shabab over the weekend, 
which spoke of targeting malls 
around the world, including 
the West Edmonton Mall. 

While police continue to 
investigate possible radical¬ 
ization, Jones said recruitment 
into a religious extremist group 
or a local gang is veiy similar 
— people are just looking for a 
place to belong. 

“People go into things for 
all kinds of reasons,” he added. 
“It’s about making people feel 
like they belong in different 
realms, and what we can do to 
stop that kind of stuff is work 
closely with our community 
members.” 

Jones said anyone con¬ 
cerned about loved ones being 
radicalized should call police at 
780-423-4567.

Chen turned to a San Fran¬ 
cisco project which found 
that despite people’s housing 
or financial situation, many of 
them owned a phone that al¬ 


lowed them to connect to the 
Internet. 

“More and more, technol¬ 
ogy is something people adopt 
and this is useful to everyone,” 
he said.

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LRT escalators. Shutdowns 
raise the ire of councillors 


Broken-down escalators in 
the city’s LRT stations are “ap¬ 
palling” to some city council¬ 
lors who were told at great 
length Wednesday why the 
moving steps don’t always 
work. 

Exposure to weather, 
vandalism and age-related 
component failures are all to 
blame for the escalators that 
were down for 19 days each 
last year. 

Different ways to improve 
the problem have been sug¬ 
gested by administration, 
including getting a real-time 
reporting of escalator shut¬ 
downs out to Edmonton tran¬ 
sit customers. 

The mayor suggested Wed¬ 


nesday that there needs to be 
some way to let riders know 
of shutdowns because Ed¬ 
montonians are both tweet¬ 
ing and sending messages to 
his office about the escalators. 

Other transportation com¬ 
mittee members stressed that 
the city should look at doing 
things differently to save both 
costs and time. 

“I really think we should 
be doing [maintenance] in 
house,” said Coun.

Getting Canada’s Aboriginal 
Peoples, the provinces and ter¬ 
ritories and the federal govern¬ 
ment to gather together in the 
same room is no small feat. 

But familiar sticking points 
are sure to return during this 
week’s roundtable meeting 
on the issue of murdered and 
missing aboriginal women — 
particularly when it comes to 
deciding who will pay for and 
administer the parts of a plan 
to end the violence.

said Wednesday. 

“It’ll be the jurisdictional 
piece — who’s paying from the 
feds and the provinces, who’s 
responsible, you know, in 
terms of financial investments, 
that’s going to be an issue and 
ongoing, where the resources 
are coming from,” Bellegarde 
said in an interview. 

“The who, what, when and 


why, when it comes to the ad¬ 
ministration of it.” 

Both Bellegarde and North¬ 
west Territories Premier Bob 
McLeod, who is chairing the 
meeting, say most of the details 
of the plan have already been 
worked out and Friday’s meet¬ 
ing will mostly be about put¬ 
ting on the finishing touches. 

But there are still big ques¬ 
tion marks — including who 
pays for what. 

The roundtable will bring 
together families of missing 
and murdered aboriginal 
women and girls, groups repre¬ 
senting First Nations, Inuit and 
Metis, and representatives of 
the provinces, territories and 
the federal government. 

Four premiers — McLeod, 
Ontario’s Kathleen Wynne, 
Greg Selinger of Manitoba and 
Yukon’s Darrell Pasloski — are 
scheduled to attend. The Con¬ 
servative government, mean¬ 
while, has tapped Aboriginal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Bernard Valcourt 
and Status of Women Minister 
Kellie Leitch to take part.

Three arrested for plot 
to join ISIL in Syria 


U.S. Roughly 20 people 
charged in past year 
with planning to travel 
to Middle East to fight 
alongside militants 


Three men were arrested 
Wednesday on charges of 
plotting to travel to Syria 
to join ISIL and wage war 
against the U.S., and federal 
officials said one of them 
spoke of shooting President 
Barack Obama or planting a 
bomb on Coney Island. 

Alchror Saidalchmetov 
was arrested at Kennedy 
Airport, where he was at¬ 
tempting to board a flight 
to Istanbul, authorities 
said. Abdurasul Hasan¬ 
ovich Juraboev had a ticket 
to travel to Istanbul next 
month and was arrested in 
Brooklyn, federal prosecu¬ 
tors said. Abror Habibov, 
30, accused of helping fund 
Saidalchmetov’s efforts, was 


arrested in Florida. 

They are charged with 
attempt and conspiracy to 
provide material support 
to a terrorist organization. 
If convicted, each faces a 
maximum of 15 years in 
prison. 

“This is real,” said Wil¬ 
liam Bratton, commissioner 
of the New York Police De¬ 
partment. “This is the con¬ 
cern about the lone wolf, 
inspired to act without ever 
going to the Mideast.” 

The Justice Department 
has charged roughly 20 
people in the past year with 
planning to travel to the 
Middle East to fight along¬ 
side militants like ISIL. 
Federal officials have been 
concerned about Americans 
going overseas to train with 
these groups and returning 
with plots to carry out at¬ 
tacks at home. 

Federal prosecutors say 
Juraboev, 24, first came to 
the attention of law en¬ 
forcement in August, when 
he posted on an Uzbelc-lan-

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Writers see e-ink on the wall 

As printed books trend downward and e-books take their place, Metro looks at how contemporary authors get paid, or not

Last week, Canada’s biggest 
authors penned a strongly 
worded letter to the country’s 
biggest libraiy Writers such 
as Margaret Atwood and Vin¬ 
cent Lam were rattling pens in 
protest of policy that allowed 
the Toronto Public Libraiy to 
purchase used copies of best¬ 
selling titles from the public. 

The libraiy claimed the 
program was needed to re¬ 
duce waiting lists for popular 
books, but to the 31 authors 


who signed the letter, it was 
another blow to a publishing 
industry already reeling from 
“great technological and social 
change.” 

“Were the program ex¬ 
panded, we believe it would do 
harm to writers and publish¬ 
ers depending upon slim and 
diminishing revenues of their 
own,” the letter read. 

Strong words, but are they 
true? In an age of e-books, 
Amazon and self-publishing 
success stories, Metro opens 
the book on how contempor- 
aiy writers and publishers are 
— or aren’t — getting paid. 


Public lending rights 


$9.7M 



The amount paid out to 
Canadian authors in 2014 
through the Public 
Lending Rights 
Commission. 


Believe it or not, authors in Canada are 
compensated for having their books 
in libraries. In addition to the royalties 
they receive when a library buys their 
book, they also receive an annual payment 
from the Public Lending Rights Commission. 

The system checks a library’s catalogue and notes the pres¬ 
ence of a book. Currently, authors get paid the same whether 
there’s one copy or 100 on the shelves, but those who adminis 
ter the program are looking to change that. 


Advances and royalties 

The book publishing industry still functions much as 
it did before the arrival of the Internet. 

Once an author inks a deal with a publisher, he 
or she is given a cash advance — the more popular a 
book is expected to be, the larger the advance — and 
hopes to collect royalties from sales. 

According to John Degen (pictured below), direc¬ 
tor of the Writers’ Union of Canada, royalties are 
set at between 10 and 15 per cent of a book’s retail 
price. Only a select few in Canada earn a living from 
royalties, Degen said, with most “cobbling together 
income” from other writing gigs and appearances. 

“The reality is that most books don’t earn out 
their advance,” he said, noting advances have gotten 
smaller as publishers become more risk-averse. 

“The industry has survived by consolidating and 
tightening up their contracts,” he said. “You need a 
serious track record of blockbuster sales to get an 
advance that will give you a living.”

E-books 

In 2012 , the Ontario Media Development 
Corporation estimated 15 per cent of book 
sales in Canada were in digital formats, a 
number expected to at least double by 2018. 

House of Anansi vice-president Matt Wil¬ 
liams says electronic books cost his firm about 20 
per cent less to make than printed books. The result has been 
higher profits for publishers and higher royalties for authors. 

E-book royalties start around 25 per cent, but John Degen, 
director of the Writers’ Union of Canada, says his organization 
is pushing for more from publishers. 

“We’ve done our own math and we don't see the justifica¬ 
tion for only 25 per cent,” he said. “The cost of making the 
product is just so much lower.” 



Copyright 

Authors are also paid when their works 
are copied or used by governments, 
educational institutions or businesses. 

In Canada, most of this money is col¬ 
lected and distributed by a group known 
as Access Copyright. 

However, John Degen, director of the 
Writers’ Union of Canada, said recent changes 
to the Copyright Act, such as granting schools greater exemp¬ 
tions, have negatively affected how much money is flowing 
to authors. Between 2013 and 2014, he said Access Copyright 
payments went down nearly 30 per cent. “We’ve watched a 
steady decline in the annual average earnings for authors,” 
Degen said. “And I’m sure there are authors in Canada that 
have just given up because they can’t earn a living.” 


Amazon 

Amazon accounted for 40 per cent of global book sales 
in 2014, according to Publishers Weekly. 

Degen said some authors see the online retailer’s low 
prices as a race to the bottom, while others are embra¬ 
cing the site as a platform for self-publishing. 

“Publishers used to be the gatekeepers and the 
authors were the supplicants, saying ‘please publish my 
book,”’ he said. “But now, you can avoid the publishing 
industry altogether.” 

Authors who retain their digital rights can sell 
e-books directly through Amazon and get royal¬ 
ties as high as 75 per cent. Degen believes 
that is forcing publishers to take better care 
of their writers. 

“We look after our writers as best we 
can,” said House of Anansi’s Matt Williams. 
“It’s about more than printing their books. 
We look after publicity tours and exploit 
other rights for film as best we can.” 


The Ontario Media Development Corporation says the 
Canadian publishing industry is still growing 
at around 1.5 per cent per year. Sales of 
print books are trending downward, 
but those losses are offset by the 
growing e-book market. 

“The industry isn’t going 
anywhere,” Williams said. “It’s con¬ 
tracting in some areas, but it’s sure 
as hell growing in others.”

The six-year 
review is expected to wind up 
in a matter of weeks. 

TransCanada’s president

Russ Girling said in a state¬ 
ment the company remains

Canada’s Natural Resour¬

Budget. More money for 
vets, projections suggest 


The Harper government’s 
road map to this year’s fed¬ 
eral budget suggests it is pre¬ 
pared to pour more money 
into programs and services 
for the countiy’s veterans, 
while largely holding the line 
on defence spending. 

Treasury Board President 
Tony Clement released the 
2015-16 spending estimates 
on Tuesday, even though it’s 
unclear when the budget will 
be tabled. The government 
has been under mounting 
political pressure to improve 
the suite of benefits and en¬ 
titlements for ex-soldiers. 

The estimates, which are 
not the final word on the 
budget, project modest in¬ 


creases in the amount spent 
on disability awards and sup- 
plementaiy benefits. 

Despite that, overall 
spending at Veterans Affairs 
is expected to decline by 1.5 
per cent next year, something 
federal officials attribute 
to the declining number of 
Second World War and Ko¬ 
rean War veterans. 

Over at National Defence, 
another politically charged 
portfolio, spending is ex¬ 
pected to increase by 1.5 per 
cent in the coming year, 
bringing the militaiy budget 
to $18.9 billion. Officials say 
they will be saving $709.2 
million in capital costs.

SAVING FACE 


In an effort to showcase diversity with their new emojis, Apple has upset a lot of people. Why does it seem like companies’ efforts to be politically correct always backfire?

Apple unveiled this week a new set of 
emojis—featuring six different skin 
tones—coming with its latest update 
to iOS and OSX. At the end of the pro¬ 
verbial racial rainbow is, in fact, a pot 
of gold: a luminous yellow face. The 
move has upset Asian communities 
around the world, who are criticizing 
the inclusion of the yellow emoji on 
social media. 

Surely Apple—whose U.S. work¬ 
force is 23 per cent Asian—must 
have seen this backlash coming, con¬ 
sidering the long history of racist 
connotations in describing Asians as 
“yellow.” 

But regardless of their approach, 
the outcome—and outrage—would 
probably have been the same. Apple’s 
good intentions to be more political¬ 
ly correct would have likely offended 
someone in the end anyway. 

Apple claims the yellow-skinned 
emojis are not meant to portray 
Asians, but instead, all the faces are 
intended to be ethnically neutral— 
an extension of the smiley-face char¬ 
acters, I suppose. But wouldn’t “ghost 
white” have been more appropriate, 
without running the risk of it being 
misconceived as representing an en¬ 
tire race? 


To their credit, I’m sure Apple was 
going for a cyber version of the 
racially harmonious It’s a Small 
World Disney ride, minus the creepy 
animatronics. In other words, it was 
trying to play it safe while appealing 


to a need for a more inclusive rep¬ 
resentation of all races and ethnici¬ 
ties. 

Just imagine the outrage if Apple 
had included stereotypical facial 
characteristics, costumes and accom¬ 


panying props for each race. You 
know, like the It’s a Small World Dis¬ 
ney ride. 

But maybe this whole thing 
brings up the larger issue of Western 
society’s constant need to be politic¬ 


ally correct, and how it can, in fact, 
worsen the situation. 

This fear of offending others by 
attempting to be more inclusive of all 
ethnicities and races can often lead 
to mixed results. 

For example, think about the last 
commercial you saw for a cellphone 
provider or fast-food restaurant. You 
know, the one where a group of 
20-something faux-hipsters are really 
enjoying themselves? In every one of 
these advertisements, there will be— 
without fail— a carefully calculated, 
ethnically diverse representation of 
actors: two white men, two white 
women, one Asian woman and one 
black dude. It’s not always this exact 
combination, butyou get my point. 

The end result feels forced, an ob¬ 
ligatory nod to political correctness 
wherein advertisers can fly under 
the radar of ethnic activist groups by 
simply including a couple of visible 
minorities to round out a mostly all- 
Caucasian group. 

Sometimes over-thinking, just 
like under-thinking, can lead to un¬ 
intentionally racist results. And then 
you’re forced to backtrack by saving 
(yellow) face. Have a nice day.

It’s not every day I feel like giving 
our immigration officials a high 
five. 

But when news broke that sing¬ 
er Chris Brown was denied entry at 
our border earlier this week, I felt a 
surge of patriotic pride.

Which is why the 
border stymie seems like such 
a victory to those of us who 
continue to be disgusted by 
Brown. 

He is not the only star to 
be given the cold shoulder 
by the True North. 

Over the years, every¬ 
one from rapper Lil 
Wayne to actor Wes 
Bentley to domestic 
goddess Martha Stew¬ 
art have been turned 
away due to their 
criminal records. 
Somehow boxer Mike 
Tyson, who has been 
convicted of assault and 
rape, controversially 
gained entry last year to 
perform his one-man 
show in Toronto. 


Like Brown, grotesque behav¬ 
iour did not stop the boxer from 
commanding large paycheques 
and crowds. 

Despite the actions of Can¬ 
adian border officials, Brown will 
continue to make money. 

He ominously tweeted: “The 
good people of the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment wouldn’t allow me entry. 
I’ll be back this summer and will 
hopefully see all my Canadian 
fans!” 

The 2 5-year-old will likely 
eventually be back here to per¬ 
form, unless no one buys tickets 
to his concerts. 

So, fellow Canucks, let’s give 
the Kiss Kiss singer the ultimate 
lciss-off and stop buying what this 
awful man is selling.

Lecture series. Two 

big TV personalities 
come together 
for a candid tour 


After an initial phone call 
that still makes them cringe, 
the television odd couple of 
Andy Cohen and Anderson 
Cooper became good friends. 

Both men are putting their 
easy camaraderie on display 
in a live lecture series this 
spring. The idea came from 
Cohen’s mother and Cooper’s 
agent, who watched in Nov¬ 
ember when Cooper inter¬ 
viewed Cohen about his book 
onstage in New York. The ser¬ 
ies, subtitled Deep Talk and 


Shallow Tales, starts March 
21 in Boston, with later dates 
in Miami and Chicago and 
more if the initial run goes 
well. 

Each has travelled career 
paths that aren’t easily de¬ 
fined. 

Cooper is best known 
as the sober, prematurely 
grey newscaster who travels 
around the world for CNN 
and contributes stories to 
60 Minutes. He’s also tried a 
daytime talk show, hosted a 
reality show and teams with 
comic Kathy Griffin for a rib¬ 
ald New Year’s Eve program 
every year. 

Cohen hosts an alcohol- 
fuelled talk show on Bravo 
and dishes about the net¬ 
work’s famed housewives. 


But he was a television execu¬ 
tive at Bravo and elsewhere, 
and a producer at CBS News 
in the mid-1990s, when a mu¬ 
tual friend tried to set him up 
with Cooper on a blind date. 

It got no further than a 
phone conversation. 

“Somewhere during that 
phone call, we realized this 
was not meant to be,” Cooper 
said. “This was not going to 
work out at all.” 

Now they often go on trips 
with each other, and Cohen 
texts Cooper to tell him to 
keep his head down when 
CNN sends him on dangerous 
reporting trips. They don’t 
hesitate to interrupt each 
other in conversation. 

Each man is preparing 
surprises for his friend to be 


revealed onstage during the 
tour, booked into small the¬ 
atres. They’ll talk about their 
careers, planning to let the 
audiences dictate much of 
the agenda by asking ques¬ 
tions. 

“It gets a little dangerous, 
because we know where the 
bodies are buried,” Cohen 
said. “That’s why this tour 
will be fun. It will be veiy un¬ 
censored, and it can go in a 
million directions.” 

Like with Griffin each New 
Year’s Eve, the serious news¬ 
man part of Cooper betrays 
a little nervousness about 
his friend. “I’m just happy to 
hear Anderson say all this,” 
Cohen said. “He knows what 
he’s signed up for.”

kitchen look larger is to use 
consistent colours and tones 
throughout: either all light, 
all medium, or all dark. Look 
for countertops with a glossy 
finish that will reflect light. 

Also consider a stone-lilce 
surface that features reflect¬ 
ive qualities in its design. In 
a tiny kitchen, use the same 
product for the backsplash 
to reduce the variety of

Expand your 
breakfast-for-dinner 
menu with a pie filled 
with morning staples 
like sausage and bacon 


1. Take pastry out of fridge an 
hour before you need it, other¬ 
wise it is difficult to work with 
and will crack when unrolled. 

2 . In a large saucepan, gently 
hy the chopped onions until 
they are browned. Drain the 
beans and give them a quick 
rinse. You want some of the 
sauce to stick to them, but not 
too much, otherwise your pie 
may end up with a ‘soggy bot¬ 
tom.’ Add to the onions with a 
splash of Worcestershire sauce 
and heat through. 


Ingredients 


• 2 sheets all-butter shortcrust 
pastry (215 g/7 1/2 oz each 
sheet) 

• l large onion, chopped 

l x 400 g (14 oz) tin of baked 
beans 

• Splash of Worcestershire sauce 

• 6 good-quality sausages 

• 6 rashers/slices of streaky 
bacon 

• 200 g (7 oz) black pudding/ 
blood sausage 

• 200 g (21/4 cups) grated 
Cheddar 

• l egg 

• 20 cm (8 inch) loose-bottomed 
cake tin 


3 . In a separate pan, hy the 
bacon and sausages (don’t 
use oil, as they should be 
fatty enough) until they are 
browned. Chop the bacon into 
small pieces and slice the saus¬ 
ages. (Don’t forget, this can all 
be done the night before, and it 
is also a good way of using up 
leftovers.) Stir the cooked meat 
into the bean mixture and sea¬ 
son — go easy on the salt as 


the meat will be salty enough. 
Crumble in the black pudding. 

4 . Put the cake tin on one of the 
pastry sheets and cut around it 
with a knife. This is your pie 
lid. Grease the cake tin, line the 
base with baking paper, and 
then place the remaining pas¬ 
try sheet inside. Gently push 
it down, so it is nice and snug 
around the bottom and the 


edges. It won’t fit perfectly, but 
if you trim some of the over¬ 
hang off you can add it where 
needed. Smooth out any joins 
with your fingers. It may look 
like a patchwork quilt, but 
don’t worry, it will still taste 
delicious. Pour the filling into 
the pastry case. Sprinkle on the 
grated cheese. Place the pie lid 
on top, and pinch to the sides 
of the pastiy case. Beat the egg 


and brush the lid with it. Either 
bake straightaway or put in the 
fridge. 

5 . Preheat the oven to 180 C 
(350 F; gas mark 4). Bake for 
50 minutes. If you made it the 
night before, then try to re¬ 
member to take it out of the 
fridge an hour before cooking. 
If you don’t, you will need to up 
the cooking time slightly.

Preparation In the 
details for Herdman 


Soccer. Canadian coach 
fine-tunes team, with 
Women’s World Cup 
beginning in 100 days 


The clock is counting down on 
the Women’s World Cup and 
Canadian soccer coach John 
Herdman is ticking boxes on 
his meticulous to-do list. 

Herdman and his staff are 
renowned for their prepara¬ 
tion, from how long it takes 
to drive from the team hotel 
to the stadium to strategy 
when you go down by a goal 
with 20 minutes left or you 
have a player sent off. 

The 39-year-old English 
coach says his plan is detailed, 
but flexible enough to incor¬ 


porate innovation from his 
players and support staff. 

With just 100 days remain¬ 
ing until the June 6 World 
Cup kickoff as of Thursday, 
Herdman and Canada are in 
Cyprus preparing for the Cy¬ 
prus Cup. They’re using the 
tournament to run through a 
variety of on-field scenarios. 

Next is bringing team 
chemistiy “right to a cre¬ 
scendo,” Herdman said. 

“So we’re slowly identify¬ 
ing what people’s roles are in 
the team and whether they 
can cope with the roles that 
they’re going to be given,” he 
explained. “Because not every 
player can play eveiy minute 
of eveiy game. But there are 
some players that are going to 
play a lot of the minutes. 

“So can people take dif¬ 



ferent roles and when you’re 
given that role, can you still 
contribute to the culture 
that will help us win a World 
Cup?” 

After the Cyprus Cup, 
Herdman’s team will play one 
last game — in Bondoufle, 


France, against the third- 
ranked French. 

The ninth-ranked Can¬ 
adian women open the 24- 
team World Cup on June 6 
against No. 13 China in Ed¬ 
monton before facing No. 18 
New Zealand on June 11, also 
in Edmonton, and the 11th- 
ranlced Netherlands on June 
15 in Montreal. 

The goal is to win Pool A, 
which reduces travel and 
should help avoid meeting a 
tournament heavyweight in 
the round of 16. But Canada 
could finish third in its group 
and still advance. 

FIFA seeded Germany, the 
U.S., France, Japan and Brazil 
atop the other five tourna¬ 
ment groups. Sweden and 
England will also pose threats.

Depending on how you are 
viewing this Oilers season, 
Benoit Pouliot was either a 
hero or a hindrance against his 
old Minnesota Wild mates on 
Tuesday night. Sure, his two 
goals propelled Edmonton to 
victoiy, but if you’re hoping 
for a Connor McDavid or Jack 
Eichel landing in Alberta, wins 
are not as important as they 
usually are. 

The NHL has discouraged 
teams from losing in order 
to get a high draft choice for 
years now by using a weighted 
lottery system to determine 
which franchise receives the 
right to pick first overall in 
the summer. In the past, there 
had been accusations of this 
tactic, particularly way back 
when the Pittsburgh Penguins 
put themselves in a position to 


nab Mario Lemieux. 

But this season has proven 
to be a bit of a problem. 

Because McDavid and 
Eichel are both such outstand¬ 
ing prospects, the team that 
finishes dead-last is guaranteed 
to win the services of one of 
them, even if that franchise 
loses the lotteiy So 30th is 
really the place to be for a 
rebuilding squad. 

Right now, Edmonton 


sits second-last to the Buf¬ 
falo Sabres, who positioned 
themselves in the McDavid 
derby since the beginning of 
the 2014-15 campaign (Sabres 
jerseys with “McDavid” and his 
preferred No. 97 on the back 
already dot the First Niagara 
Center). The Oilers are five 
points up on the Sabres, but 
Edmonton must also watch 
out for the Arizona Coyotes. 
The Desert Dogs are free-fall¬ 


ing like Tom Petty right now 
and could easily slip into that 
29th spot. 

In this scenario, Edmonton 
could still win the lotteiy and 
even if the Oilers do not, the 
2015 draft is full of riches. 

From a structural standpoint, 
defenceman Noah Hanifin of 
Boston College would be the 
greatest consolation prize out¬ 
side of McDavid and Eichel and 
he would be available with the 
third overall pick. And really, 
given the way some blue-liners 
have unexpectedly dropped in 
recent years (Nashville getting 
Seth Jones at No. 4 comes 
to mind), the big, poised de¬ 
fender could be on the board if 
an unexpected team won the 
lottery and jumped the Oilers 
for No. 3 anyway. 

While the current Oilers 
can’t play to lose — they are 
pros, after all — I wouldn’t 
be shocked if Edmonton fans 
were now rooting against 
wins. Because the rewards this 
season are bountiful.
